Lompoc schools have 
pint-sized geniuses

Lompoc has its share of pint-sized 
geniuses. 
North Carolina, according to a UPI 
story, may have the boy who corrected 
the calculations of a famous scientist, 
but Lompoc has a boy who, as a fourth 
grader, was doing calculus and helping 
his high school tutor solve his math 
homework problems. 
In fact, Lompoc has about 175 elemen­ 
tary school students this year with IQs 
beginning at 132 and going up to over 150 
who are enrolled in a special Lompoc 
Unified School District program. The 
over 150 IQs are few in number, but they 
are there. 
The average IQ is 100. Only two per 
cent of the population has an IQ of 132 or 
better. 
Lompoc’s uncommonly smart kids are 
not to be called genius or even mentally 
gifted minors, however. Dr. Irwin 
Wapner of the district frowns on such 
names as misleading. 
"People feel that if the kid is smart he 
is going to make it," he said last week. 
"This is a fallacy.” 
Dr. Wapner is head of the district’s 
Honors Program, which was once called 
the Mentally Gifted Minors Program and 
still is today on the state level. He 
prefers to call the children potentially 
gifted. 
He, along with many others, thinks 
that without the program there is a 
sound possibility that their potentials 
will never develop to enhance their 
adult lives. 
Mrs. Dotty Wagner, a teacher in the 
Honors Program at Miguelito Elemen­ 
tary School, relates that research in the 
L.A. area revealed that many mentally 
gifted students were becoming high 
school drop-outs. 
"Evidently the schools just weren’t 
challenging these types of students and 
someone said, ‘Hey, maybe we aren’t 
meeting the needs of this whole 
segment,’ ” she said. 
Meeting the needs of mentally gifted 
students and challenging them in the 
classroom can be summed up as the pur­ 
pose and objective of the program. 
To get into the Honors Program, a stu­ 
dent must meet four requirements. He 
miist have an IQ of 132 or better, be 
recommended by his present teacher, 
pass a review by a board made up of a 
school principal, teacher and psy­ 
chologist and have the permission of his 
parents. 
Dr. Wapner noted, “ We invite people 
into the program We don’t force or 
coerce.” 
The 12-year-old program is conducted 
only at Miguelito and Westwings 
Elementary School. So far some 2,400 
potentially gifted students have par­ 
ticipated. 
However, not only are the students 
special, so are the teachers. Besides hav­ 
ing a good academic record of their own 


and good training, the teachers, said Dr. 
Wapner, “ must be patient, the type who 
don’t get upset by questions you don’t 
normally hear from an eight-year-old." 
He explained that a main difference 
with the mentally gifted student is that 
he is more concerned about moral and 
ethical questions than are normal stu­ 
dents. Moreover, he is tenacious in seek­ 
ing answers and does not accept pat 
answers like “ that’s just the way it is." 
"Often in a regular classroom the 
teacher doesn’t have the time to answer 
this type of question, and the student 
gets lost by the wayside,” he remarked. 
The Honors Program student may 
have a distinguished IQ score, but he 
looks just like any other fourth or fifth 
grader, according to Dr. Wapner. 
"They're different not in the sense you 
can pick them out of a crowd,” he said. 
“ They’re different in that you can sit 
down and have a conversation with 
them.” 
No one is sure how these children 
became so smart. The general explana­ 
tion Dr. Wapner reported, is heredity 
and environment. 
Still, a high IQ student could have a 
retarded brother or sister. Often high IQ 
students come from large families. 
He continued that high IQs are found in 
both sexes and in all colors and races. 
He has observed that mentally gifted 
children in the district’s program play 
chess rather than checkers, are general­ 
ly good athletes, grasp concepts quickly, 
are more socially alert, work in a 
productive manner and are sensitive to 
each other. 
Mrs Wagner has an eight-year-old 
pupil who has been collecting data on the 
American Revolution since he was five 
and a girl who has an unabating interest 
in Mozart, the 16th century Austrian 
composer. 
“ They are usually wise, sage for their 
age,” said Dr. Wapner. “ They see many 
things on a philosophical level.” 
In spite of all these super attributes, 
the Honors Program students are not 
conceited, he thinks 
"Some will say they are conceited, but 
I think that is not so,” he said and added 
that many of them become very humble 
when they come into an Honors Program 
class where their ability is matched by 
all the other students. 


“ They are no longer one or two of a 
kind in the classroom,” Mrs. Wagner 
said 


After elementary school, high IQ stu­ 
dents in the district go on to secondary 
school where they attend "Advanced 
placement” classes in English, math and 
other subjects. 


The state has many special programs 
and the Mentally Gifted Minors Program 
is one of them Under the program, they 
pay the Lompoc school district $50 for 
every high IQ student they identify and 
$100 a school year for every student 
enrolled in the Honors Program

NEW YORK (UPI) — America suffers 
from a lack of leadership, according to 
former President Richard Nixon 
"We, as a country, have to provide 
strength and leadership." Nixon said in 
an interview in the Ladies' Home Jour­ 
nal. “ England is at a standstill. France 
seems in disarray ... Italy has a crisis 
government. Germany can't rally a 
world cause 
"South Africa? Where do we expect 
leadership to emerge?” 
Nixon, interviewed at his home in San 
Clemente. Calif , by William M Fine, an 
author and New York textiles executive, 
had little to say of President Ford, whom 
Nixon chose as his vice president: 


“ He’s okay. Right now he’s too acces­ 
sible. A Congress or a parliament can 
paralyze leadership “ 
The mood of the nation, Nixon said, is 
lackluster: 
"We are so cynical, so disbelieving — 
it may take the shock of an invasion — in 
Korea or in Thailand If American lives 
are threatened, we may regain our sense 
of belief in our country and our need for 
strength We are a compromised country* 
at the moment ” 
“ If the church and the media and 
business and educators all allow the con­ 
tinuous undermining of our strength and 
values, we will keep drifting that

Lompoc’s tire slasher struck again 
yesterday, adding 25 new victims and 
more than $1,500 damage to cars mostly

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - U S District 
Court Judge David W Williams Monday 
refused to postpone the next month s 
sale of 1 25 million acres of oil leases off 
Southern California citing the nation's 
need to decrease its dependence on im­ 
ported oil 
Williams rejected requests by At­ 
torney General Evelle J Younger and 
the California Coastal Zone Conservation 
Commission that any such sales should 
be halted because Interior Department 
studies were both inadequate in scope 
and filed in untimely fashion The leases 
will be sold Dec 11 
The decision was a setback for oppo 
nents of offshore oil drilling 
The state asked the court to order the 
federal government to postpone leasing 
of oil drilling sites on the continental 
shelf until more comprehensive impact 
studies could be completed 
Williams said the state was attempting 
to involve the court in a “ political policy­ 
making question ” 
“ This court cannot substitute its 
judgment for that of the agency unless I 
find the action taken by the Department 
of Interior to be arbitrary and capricious 
and I do not." he said in an 11 page opi­ 
nion. 


Williams said the plaintiffs had not 
taken into account “ the great 
developmental strides that have brought 
to the oil industry practiced techniques 
in platform drilling and improved 
methods of oil capture 


Williams ruled out California's argu­ 
ment that it should not suffer en­ 
vironmental damage for producing oil 
which went to other areas 
“ Such an argument conflicts with the 
socioeconomic pattern upon which this 
Ford still

WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford has not made a decision on whether 
to sign a national energy bill pending in 
Congress and “ he’s not tilting in any 
direction." Ford’s chief spokesman said 
today 
“ It’s a close call." White House Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen told reporters 
“ He has not made a choice ” 
“ The President’s decision will depend 
on action on the legal language in the 
bill,” Nessen said after Ford met with 
Federal Energy Administrator Frank 
Zarb to discuss the issue. 
The compromise legislation — which 
would lower fuel prices over the short 
term and allow for gradual increases 
later — was approved by Senate-House 
conferees last week But it is not ex­ 
pected to clear Congress until after the

Beautification Commission 
opposes elm tree removal

As far as the Lompoc Beautification 
Commission is concerned, the 16 
evergreen elm trees on South H Street 
should stay where they have been for the 
last 12 or 15 years To remove them 
would be a step in the wrong direction, 
they feel 
The commission voted last night 
against a staff recommendation to 
remove the 16 elm trees to enhance the 
scheme of the proposed downtown im­ 
provement plan of South H Street 


The new plan, designed by landscape 
architect graduate Rob Northrop, calls 
for removing the elm trees, filling the 
tree wells and installing 19 floss silk 
trees — in large tubs 
"I look at the street tree program as a 
long term program,” chairman Dave 
Schwark said this morning. “ These trees 
were put in 12 years or so ago and they 
should not be removed 
it's pretty hard 
to find trees in the city of good stature 
and to remove them would not be moving 
in the right direction ” 
Although the commission voted to 
recommend to the City Council that the 
evergreen elms be incorporated in the 
South H Street general plan, Schwark 
realizes that the council has the option of 
accepting the staff recommendation 
“ I don’t know what the council will do 


All we can do is make our recommen­ 
dation,” he said 
A secondary staff reason for recom­ 
mending approval of the elms was that 
the trees may be destroyed by the dutch 
elm disease in two or three years 
anyway, it is contended 
The commission did show its overall 
approval of the proposed general plan in 
a vote A main feature of the plan is an 
eight-foot wide median on South H Street 
that will contain five London plane 
sycamore trees and several light stan­ 
dards 
There will be no light poles on either 
side of the street 
The present sidewalks will be replaced 
with a tile-looking cement called 
Bomomte Along the sidewalk will be 
bench seating seating nodes, a bicycle 
parking area, ballard and rail units, 
planters and a directional information 
sign 
There also will be various ballards 
used as trash receptacles and for up- 
lighting and pedestrian lighting 
Commissioner Dr W Jamison com­ 
mented on the plans, "I think it’s very 
stimulating and will add a lot to the focal 
point of the downtown area ” 
In another motion, the commission 
voted to recommend that the liquid 
amber, a sweet gum tree, be planted in 
the median that is planned for the 100 
block of South I Street 


Hearing set on Cachuma 
trailer park concession 


Faced with a large group of 
concerned Cachuma Trailer 
Resort residents, the Board of 
Supervisors Monday agreed to 
conduct a public hearing Jan 5 
in Santa Barbara regarding the 
county’s plan to terminate the 
concession agreement with 
private operators when it ex­ 
pires April 12, 1977, and to 
purchase "certain structures, 
facilities and equipment" of the 
resort operation 
An assertion by County Park 
Director Michael Pahos that 
there is "no provision” being 
made to recompense residents 
at the resort who are classified 
as non-permanent drew a 
remark from Terry Barker that 
the county would "run into a lot 
of litigation” if these people 
were moved out without con­ 
sideration for their plight. 
Of the 109 residents, 54 clas­ 
sified as permanent would be 
allowed to stay on as long as 
they wished Pahos estimated 
that through attrition this list 
would be reduced to none in 
about 25 years 
Supervisor Frank J. Frost, as 
acting chairman of the board 
session, called on the non­ 
residents to “ submit your 
problems in writing" so they 
can be given full consideration 
in the one or more public hear­ 
ings to be held early next year 
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before final board action 
The board agreed to refer to 
Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond D Johnson recommenda­ 
tions of Pahos which were to 
(1) terminate the existing 
agreement between Cachuma 
Trailer Resort, Inc. and the 
county when it expires April 12, 
1977, and to purchase facilities, 
etc. as provided by terms of 
said agreement; (2) give notice 
of said termination to residents 
prior to April 12. 1976, specify­ 
ing the fa cilitie s to be 
purchased, in accord with a 
sSenate Bill which becomes law 
early in January (3) accept and 
authorize as official the listing 
of permanent residents as 
prepared by the parks director 
Nov. 11, 1975, to identify resi­ 
dents as being allowed to re­ 
main after termination of 
agreement and (4) direct the 
parks director, upon termina­ 


tion of agreement, to convert 
the available trailer pads to 
campsites for use by the 
general public. Fees would be 
charged for campsite use and 
trailer rentals charged perma­ 
nent residents would be deter­ 
mined at a future date 
Pahos said an analysis in­ 
dicated that yearly revenue 
from the proposed campground 
operation at the resort would 
remain nearly constant at 
$98,000 a year with operational 
costs likely to be boosted from 
a low of $36,000 in 1976-77 to 
possibly $45,000 a year 
Net 
revenue, he felt, would be 
$197,076 over the first five years 
of county operation, exceeding 
that of what the existing trailer 
park could expect in the same 
period 
Independent appraisals will 
determine acquisition costs, 
said Pahos

The county’s Civil Defense 
Emergency Hospital which has 
been stored away for years at 
the Carpinteria County Water 
District will be disinterred at 
order of the Board of Super­ 
visors and moved to the County 
Health Care Services in Goleta 
Valley. 
Supervisors, who recently 
found out that some of the sup­ 
plies were becoming unusable 
and some of the drugs 
dangerous, will each be given a 
full inventory of the hospital 
equipment and materials to be 
made available in case of a 
major emergency. 
Proximity of the hospital on 
the County Hospital grounds 
will be determined later, said 
Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond D Johnson who recom­ 
mended the transfer after get­ 
ting a directive to make a com­ 
plete inventory and recommen­ 
dation as to a possibly better 
place to store the materials and 
equipment. 
Johnson told the board that 
his office had found there were 
some materials stored at the 
Carpinteria location “ which 
should not have been stored." 
He said "all materials not 
deemed suitable have been 
eliminated " 
Drugs and other dangerous 
items — including ether — have 
been dispensed with. The 
emergency setup will rely on 
the county hospital for 
anesthetics, it was stated No 
medicines will be retained, and 
items that have "deteriorated” 
are being disposed of. the 
supervisors were told 


The emergency setup in­ 
cludes X-ray and operating 
equipment and a generator 
Johnson said the .Santa Bar­ 
bara General Hospital location 
ts a better one as close coor­ 
dination with the hospital would 
be needed to insure availability 
of appropriate drugs. 
In other actions, the board: 
— Approved increased 
County Mental Health Services 
rates as follows: Individual out­ 
patient, $35; medication out­ 
patient, $20; group outpatient. 
$12; partial hospitalization day, 
$27; inpatient day, $120. The 
rates were said based on 
current costs, after a two-year 
lapse in rate boosts. They would 
not increase the amounts asses­ 
sed individual clients since they 
are billed according to ability to 
pay formula rather than full 
cost of service. They also will 
not alter the 90 per cent state 
share.

The state Public Utilities 
Commission, in a decision ef­ 
fective Monday, rescinded an 
earlier cease-and-desist order 
against the woman, who took 
between eight and 10 persons to 
and from work every day in her 
family’s van 
The Zappitellis said they 
bought the 12-passenger van 
last year so they could go on 
camping trips with their six 
daughters. A few months after 
buying the vehicle, Mrs. Zap­ 
pitelli, of Fountain Valley, 
C alif, began taking coworkers 
to their jobs in Redondo Beach, 
about 38 miles away. 
Then a commuter bus service 
began operating over the same 
route and charging a higher fee 
The bus service filed a com­ 
plaint with the PUC against 
Mrs Zappitelli, claiming that 
her carpool was actually a bus 
service, or a passenger stage 
corporation, and needed a PUC 
license. 
The PUC. after a hearing last 
December, agreed and ordered 
Mrs Zappitelli to stop her ser­ 
vice. 
However, the state Depart­ 
ment of Transportation com­ 
p lain e d th at the ru lin g 
hampered its efforts to promote 
carpools and asked for a 
rehearing 
Also, the state

All advertising is done to create business and whether 
you have good results is going to be determ ined ultimate- 
ly by sales volume, and your advertising cost to sales 
ratio. Hut. arriving at result conclusions too early is un 
wise and often inaccurate. 


A dvertising is like planting seeds in a garden in that 
the results can be accum ulative. The gardener fertilizes, 
w aters, weeds, and with a little luck and hard work, hit 
plants grow to m aturity. The sam e applies to advertising, 
but when you advertise you are dealing with human 
nature instead of the elem ent*. On Monday a certain ad 
may not interest Mrs. Housewife or Mr. ( ustomer at all, 
while that sam e ad. appearing in the new spaper on 
Friday, may bring them into your place of business the 
sam e day. Advertising reader reaction can be predicted 
to some extent, but consistent accurate forecasting is 
difficult 
because 
there 
are 
so 
many 
factors 
that 
determ ine results. Some of these are weather, day of the 
week, time of the month, season of the year, and many 
others. 


Some ads will ‘‘puli’’ im mediately, while others hardly 
seem to bring results at all. Don’t evaluate them too 
quickly or you may come up with some wrong answ ers. It 
is not unusual for people to walk in with clipped 
advertisem ent in hand six months after the ad appeared 
in the paper. That ad is still working' Much depends on 
w hether there is a time limit to the offer mentioned in the 
advertisem ent. 


Generally speaking, every new ad that you place in the 
new spaper is another row hoed in your advertising 
garden, and a little more sunshine on your 
plants.” 
Every time the potential custom er is attracted to read 
one of your ads he is that much closer to coming in to buy. 
if your products fit his individual life style. But. being 
human, not all people react at the same time and in the 
sam e manner. Obviously, the statem ent I ran an ad last 
week and it didn't do me much good 
is not a valid 
argument against advertising in the future. 


In making a true and logical evaluation of advertising 
results, the following should be high on your list of 
considerations: 
il) Do you have a viable procedural plan for tabulating 
results from your advertising, and are such results 
entered in your record system regularly’’ (See last 
column 
for 
suggested 
methods 
for 
tabulation 
and 


recording.) 
(2) Are all em ployees, (including yourself), following 
tabulation policies, or do they cooperate only when time 
permits? 
i i) Are your em ployees alw ays aware of what each pub 
hshed ad looks like* what each offers, advertised prices, 
etc., so that when asked by a customer about a certain 
advertised product they don't respond by saying, 
Vou 
saw it in what ad.*' 
l4) Do you lump together alt advertising results from 
all media, rather than keeping records on each that will 
tell you which is the most resultful 
(5) Do you advertise on a predetermined budget and foi 
low your frequency of advertising plan, or do you just 
’’throw" an ad m the paper now and then when the mood 
strikes or when business is bad ' 


A s stated, although final advertising results must be 
based on actual money in the till, your advertising can in 
fact tx- doing its job without achieving the desired sales 
result*. (See article« 2 in this series.) Therefore, to reach 
the end result of more sales for your advertising dollars, 
all steps toward reaching this goal must be working effi 
ciently 
Placing blame on advertising for all 
sales 


p r o b l e m s is not fair to your advertising effort, your 
working plan or yourself, and could possibly lead you to a 
decision thai would curtail the means of getting new 
custom ers and old into your establishment to buy.

Ms. Lewellen was received 
enthusiastically by her audience and 
rightfully so, for she showed us once 
again that a man’s reach must exceed

If it can be said the Ms. Lewellen was 
too restrained, Keith Kerr did his level 
best to make up for it. His instrument, a 
baritone-tenor voice of impressive 
dimensions, displayed an unbrindled zest 
which occasionally was its own undoing 
as Kerr could not bring himself to reduce 
his volume level much below a forte. A 
man of many talents, to judge by the 
biographical notes furnished. Kerr’s 
judgement is obviously not in the habit of 
being questioned Insofar as this led 
him to include a performance of an 
original work of his own composition 
sandwiched between Mendelssohn and 
Gounod, perhaps it should be. That the 
work combined the most trite elements 
of the modern school, the score of any 
musical, and the kind of thing one hears 
in cocktail lounges compounds the 
felony. 
Ms. Ruth Lee, who artfully articulated 
the banalities given her. earned a gold 
star for keeping a straight face through 
it But then, she’d heard it before and 
knew what to expect Kerr requires a 
more disciplined attempt to develop his 
not inconsiderable abilities, if he aspires 
to perform to the utmost of his talents. 
His diction, his phrasing, his breath con­ 
trol and his sense of the dramatic are all 
professional It seems a pity that the sen- 
sitivity and timing of his vocal 
pyrotechnics are not up the standards of 
these 
The most rewarding performance was 
furnished by Ms. Webster who was im­ 
pressive vocally, dynamically and 
musically, displaying an ease with the 
Germ an 
language which was 
remarkable The glottal stops and hard 
sounds of the Germanic language seem 
ill-suited to the cycle of a woman’s 
youth, love and the tenderness of 
motherhood, yet Ms Webster handled 
them beautifully while displaying talent 
which enthralled the audience. She did not 
need to. and should not have, prefaced 
her performance with a verbal descrip­ 
tion of the work she was about to per­ 
form. as this seemed patronizing. With 
that minor exception, her rendition of 
Schumann's “ Frauenliebe Und Leben” 
cycle was both poetic and thoroughly 
professional Little wonder, then, tnai 
her performance of the Gounod “ Ah! Je 
Yeux Vivre" after intermission reaf­ 
firmed her abilities, this time m French, 
and although not so demanding 
emotionally, show cased a lilting freedom 
which belied the tremendous discipline 
and control employed throughout. 
Although succumbing to the temptation 
to overpower her listeners at one point, 
she was immediately forgiven when she 
tossed off a cadenza (all too brief, alas) 
worthy of a diva We must hear more of

There is continuing pressure for 
President Ford to nominate a 
woman to the Supreme Court 
Senate Majority Leader Mike 
Mansfield said Monday. “ The 
appointment of a qualified 
woman is long, long overdue ” 
The latest vacancy on the 
Supreme Court was created 
when Justice William Douglas 
retired because of declining 
health 
The National Women's Politi­ 
cal Caucus submitted 16 names 
of women — most of them 
Democrats — for Ford’s con­ 
sideration 
A subgroup, the 
caucus' Republican task force, 
submitted four names, includ­ 
ing that of Housing Secretary 
Carla Hills 
But a list of possible 
nominees which Attorney Gen­ 
eral Edward Levi gave to a 
committee of the American Bar 
Association for a report on their 
professional qualifications con­ 
tains only men 
The ABA committee met dur­ 
ing the weekend, and an ABA 
spokesman said it would con­ 
tinue researching the candi­ 
dates over the next several 
days. 
Sources indicated the com­ 
mittee chairman. Warren 
Christopher, talked with Levi 
Monday to fill him in on the 
committee’s preliminary dis­ 
cussions. 
However, neither 
ABA nor Justice Department 
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spokesmen would confirm this 
The remaining eight justices 
paid formal tribute to their 77- 
vearold colleague Monday 
while Douglas lay on a hospital 
bed in Portland.

CHICAGO (DPI) - A Johns 
Hopkins University researcher 
says the banned artificial 
sweeteners calcium cyclamate 
and saccharin do not cause 
bladder cancer in humans as 
once feared. 
Dr Irvin I Kessler said dif­ 
ferent results have been ob­ 
tained through studies on 
humans than those received 
through testing on rats that led 
to the banning of the low- 
calorie sweeteners, once widely 
used by the soft drink industry 
Kessler said he based his 
findings on examinations of 762 
cancer patients 
He told a 
meeting of the American Public 
Health Association Monday 
there was no significant differ­ 
ence in use of the artificial 
sweeteners among those who 
had bladder cancer and those 
who had other forms of the dis­ 


ease 
“ The nonnutritive sweeteners 
saccharin and cyclamate were 
not associated with the risk of 
human bladder cancer in a con­ 
trolled investigation.” Kessler 
said 


“ On the basis of apparent 
carcinogenic effects in several 
animal trials,” Kessler said, 
cyclamates were banned in 1969 
by the Department of Health.

SEATTLE (UPI) — There is a clause 
in the contract of Slick Watts that most 
followers of professional sports will find 
hard to believe 
Watts recently renegotiated his agree­ 
ment with the Seattle Supersonics, rais­ 
ing the salary of the third-year NBA 
guard from $45,000 to $100,000 a year. 
But — now get this, all you cynics — 
Watts asked for a supplement stating if 
the Sonics management felt his play 
didn’t merit the raise, they could refuse

“ I don’t want money for nothing.” is 
how Watts explains the unusual move. 
“ I just want what I work for.

Watts didn’t get his $200,000 a year, but 
Sonic owner Sam Schulman happily 
granted the special clause 
Even though Watts’ lawyer labels the 
clause “ mostly window dressing" that 
doesn’t threaten his client’s financial 
security, the no-pay-for-bad-play state­ 
ment says a great deal about Slick.

While Bryant was successful Monday 
in manuevering his Alabama club into a 
handpicked meeting with Penn State in 
the Sugar Bowl, it was learned that 
Nebraska officials Sunday were involved 
in a similar move to insure three Big 
Eight teams berths in postseason games. 
Nebraska officials, who howled bitter­ 
ly at Bryant for his efforts in cutting the 
Big Eight out of the last available major 
post-season berth, were trying to coax 
officials from the Cotton and Gator 
Bowls into accepting teams from their 
conference. 
With the winner of next Saturday’s 
game between Nebraska and Oklahoma 
already committed to the Orange Bowl, 
the proptised plan by the Nebraska of­ 
ficials was to send the Cornhuskers to 
the Cotton Bowl if they lost to Oklahoma 
and have Colorado, the third place team 
in the conference, play in the Gator 
Bowl. If Nebraska defeated theSooners, 
Oklahoma was to go to the Gator Bowl 
and Colorado to the Cotton Bowl. 
It didnt’s work and Big Eight teams 
were shut out of the Cotton and Gator 
Bowls Georgia was invited to the Cotton 
Bowl against the Southwest Conference 
champion and Florida and Maryland are 
the Gator Bowl opponents. Colorado then 


accepted a bid to play in the Astro- 
Bluebonnet Bowl. 
With the Sugar Bowl announcement 
Monday, the Big Eight runnerup is now- 
out of the four major post-season games. 
And. if Nebraska loses Saturday, it will 
go no place The Cornhuskers were in­ 
vited to play in the Fiesta Bowl at 
Tempe, Ariz., against the winner of the 
Western Athletic Conference but the 
players voted three-to-one against ac­ 
cepting the bid. 
Oklahoma, however, has agreed to 
play in the Fiesta Bowl although Coach 
Barry Switzer said, “ The Sugar Bowl led 
Oklahoma and Nebraska along the 
primrose path.” 
The Big 8 was snubbed because 
Bryant, admittedly, used his influence to 
get Penn State selected. Alabama’s only 
loss this season was to Missouri, a Big 
Eight club that lost to both Oklahoma 
and Nebraska, and Bryant, whose teams 
have failed to win a bowl game in eight 
straight tries, obviously felt his team 
was more capable of beating Penn State. 
“ I recommended them (Penn State),” 
said Bryant, “ and I want those young 
coaches out there to know I recom­ 
mended them.

But now I just 
hope we have good luck against Auburn 
and Penn State and to hell with them 
(the Big Eight), let them go where they 
want to.”

Besides surpassing his old club passing 
yardage mark of 352 yards, Anderson 
also set a club total individual offensive 
record with 455 yards. Team records of 
547 total yards and 34 first downs also 
were set 


" I ’d have to say it was my best perfor­ 
mance," said Anderson, a hfth year pro 
out of tiny Augustana (III.) College. 
“ Teams have been throwing the ball on 
Buffalo this year and that was obviously 
our game plan” 


Anderson, who threw two TD passes, 
shared a game ball award with receiver 
Chip Myers, who caught seven passes for 
108 yards.

He majors in criminology because he feels it can lead to the kind 
of work "where I can help kids stay out of trouble like I used to see 
them get into back home ” He commends the college experience 
after a secluded early life in the remote hills of southwest Penn­ 
sylvania.

Alcohol aids 
\ w ^ wax stains

Polly’s Problem 


D EA R POLLY — Candle wax dripped on my long shag 
carpet and burned down to melt right into the strands. I 
would like to know how to remove this — LINDA H 
DEAR LINDA — You should try to scrape off as much 
wax as possible. Use a dull knife or even a wide-toothed 
comb or a fork might remove more from the long 
strands. When the wax is removed from the rug, sponge 
with cleaning fluid. Candle wax stains also can be 
removed from rugs by sponging with alcohol (test first) 
and then blot. Rayon is not friendly to alcohol and should 
there be any rayon in your rug dilute two parts water to 
one of alcohol. This also may fade some colors. If 
nothing works and the wax persists in clinging to the rug 
strands, the damaged part may have to be cut out. Be 
careful not to cut the long strands at either side. Then a 
plug of new carpet can be inserted. This should not be 
too noticeable in a shag rug since the long strands will 
cover the join. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY 
I want to tell Josephine that white vinegar 
diluted with water does the trick for fabrics with an offensive 
odor 
MRS. W L.C. 
DEAR FO LLY ANL) JO SEPH IN E — Yes. there is a way to 
remove offensive odors from some dress materials While it is 
certainly unconventional, it has worked for me for many 
years, 1 also use this on my husband s shirts and any garment 
with a synthetic blend My secret is automatic dishwashing 
detergent If it only came in liquid form it would be the nicest 
invention since the mop and broom 
To use this in top loading machines it first has to be dissolv­ 
ed in hot water 1 use a front loader and do not have a problem 
getting it to dissolve, but friends with top loaders have had 
some trouble and are not too happy with the results. I have 
used this to bleach nylon things for many years With the ad­ 
vent of newer fabrics I finally tru'd it on my knits and have not 
used anything else since 
I have only tru'd one brand but others would doubtless work 
just as well 1 have some garments that have been washed this 
way at least a hundred times and I am still enjoying them 
They would have been discarded long ago had I used more con­ 
ventional methods. Use the dishwashing detergent 
SPARINGLY A little goes a long way Do not use other soap 
with it on synthetics — LOREN A 
DEAR READ ERS — I tried dishwashing detergent on 
some fabric and it worked well. But do test as some brands 
ma> not work the same on all materials, and do remember to 
use it sparingly since it is strong. I would only use it when 
necessary to remove an odor and not for the weekly wash. —

Political limbo 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 


John Glenn takes off in poll 


WASHINGTON — A m ajority of 
Americans believe Gerald Ford is a 
great guy but a poor President And their 
favorite D em ocrat is none of the 
presidential contenders but Sen John 
Glenn. D-Ohio, the former astronaut. 
These are the surprising findings of 
America’s most painstaking pollster, 
Patrick H. Caddell, 
whose c o n fid en tial 
“Cambridge Reports” 
are distributed to a 
select list of clients. 
He delves deeper 
than other pollsters to 
determine the basis of 
American thinking. He 
doesn’t m erely ask 
questions but conducts 
exhaustive interviews 
on economics, politics 
and other subjects. 
His latest political 
survey, based on interviews last August, 
has caused a stir in the backrooms of 
Washington. We have been slipped a 
copy. 
Citing “ the divergent poll reports 
about Gerald Ford,” Caddell explains: 
“One national survey shows him pop­ 
ular; according to another, he is un­ 
popular... 
“The problem isn’t in the polls. It 
stems from the fact that for American 
people, there are two Gerald Fords: a 
relatively popular and well-liked man, 
and a relatively poorly rated President.” 


Caddell points out that “64 per cent of 
the people are ‘favorable’ to Gerald 
Ford, but 61 per cent rate his presiden­ 
tial perform ance as ‘only fair’ or 
poor.’” 


The Democrat who rates the highest is 
Senator Glenn whose name doesn't even 
appear in most presidential polls. Cad­ 
dell ascribes Glenn’s popularity to the 
fact that “he is seen as basically non­ 
political by most people — obviously an 
asset at a time w hen... mistrust of politi­ 
cians is on the rise. Glenn also proves to 


be equally popular with Republicans.’’ 
Yet Democrats, when asked whom 
they 
favored for the presidential 
nomination, gave a big edge to Sen. Ted 
Kennedy. D-Mass In fact, he “has sl­ 
ightly increased his lead despite his 
avowed non-candidacy.” He was also the 
only Democrat who beat out President 
Ford in the preference polls. 
Here are more of Caddell’s confiden­ 
tial conclusions: 
— “ President Ford just barely holds 
his own in th e top c o n te st, and 
Republicans trail far behind in the con­ 
gressional races. Moves that increase 
turnout by bringing non-voters to the 
polls would further erode Republican 
strength and threaten the party itself.” 
— California’s ex-Gov. Ronald Reagan 
doesn’t appear strong enough to take the 
R epublican nom ination aw ay from 
President Ford. However, “he would 
probably be able to come to the conven­ 
tion with no less than a third of the 
delegates. This bodes ill for Vice Presi­ 
dent Nelson Rockefeller His rating is es­ 
sentially unchanged from last spring, 
when it was not very favorable.” 
— Ex-Treasury Secretary John Conal- 
ly ‘‘is rated very unfavorably by 
Americans overall and even by many 
Republicans. Clearly, the residue of 
scandal has outlasted the news of his 
acquittal on the actual charges brought 
against him.” 
— Alabama’s Gov. George Wallace 
‘‘has actually declined in popularity. The 
constant barrage of criticism aimed at 
him and his policies seem to be taking a 
toll.” 
GOLDEN GOOSE: In earlier reports, 
we revealed that Northrop Corporation, 
the giant defense co n tracto r, had 
arranged goose hunts in Maryland and 
ski holidays in Colorado for military 
VIPs. 
Now we have learned that Rockwell 
International, the nation’s largest space 
contractor, has been inviting top space 
o fficials to its hunting lodge on 
Maryland’s scenic eastern shore for

goose shooting 
The company has provided free bed, 
board, booze and blinds for the hunters — 
with emphasis, according to partici­ 
pants, on the booze. 
If the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration bigwigs have bagged any 
geese, it was Rockwell that wound up 
with the golden eggs The company did 
$681.6 million worth of business with 
NASA last year And this was merely one 
installment of a whopping, six-year. $2.7 
billion contract to build a space shuttle 
orbiter. 
Many of the goose hunters have played 
key roles in NASA’s space shuttle 
program . Among those who w ere 
Rockwell’s guests in the duck blinds last 
y ear, for exam ple, w ere R yndall 
Wetherington, NASA’s deputy director 
for space shuttle engineering; Clarence 
Gay, deputy director of NASA’s Houston 
space shuttle office; Gerald Griffin, 
deputy associate adm inistrator for space 
flight operations; and Jack Cramer, a 
NASA legislative affairs officer. 
It is unlikely that any NASA official 
would sell out the taxpayers for a 
weekend of goose shooting, with all the 
freeze booze and home-cooked meals. 
But this is another example of the cozy 
relationship that has grown up between 
the companies that seek government 
contracts and the officials who award 
the contracts. 
Footnote: We contacted all Rockwell’s 
guests; they denied any wrong-doing 
Griffin voluntarily told his NASA super­ 
visor about his goose-hunting weekend. A 
company spokesm an confirm ed that 
Rockwell has rented a hunting lodge at 
Wye Island on Maryland’s eastern shore 
since 1968 But he declined further com ­ 
ment. 
At NASA, a spokesman said regula­ 
tions “clearly proscribe the accepting of 
any gift, gratuity or other favor from a 
NASA contractor or potential contrac­ 
to r.” NASA investigators are looking 
into charges of improprieties, he said 
The ag en cy re c e n tly w arned its 
employes, he added, about the regula­ 
tions against accepting favors.

Defeated for governor of Georgia and 
former secretary of the army, he ap­ 
parently considers his main job is to hold 
Southern delegates behind the Ford can­ 
didacy It is a task like that of Sisyphus, 
forever pushing that rock up the hill only 
to have it roll back again With Ronald 
Reagan’s invasion of the South, the 
task becomes doubly difficult 
The painful truth is that given the 
limits of his background he is simply not 
equipped to direct a national campaign 
The result, as it was put by one long 
familiar at close range with the vicis­ 
situdes of the party, is that the campaign 
is in a shambles. 
Rockefeller himself has a lot to answer 
for in the unhappy denoument of his long 
p o litic a l c a r e e r 
C ozying up to 
Southerners and conservatives, he tried

Camp environmental 


D istrict science coordinator Ray 
Oakes is preparing to ask the school 
board for permission to apply for federal 
Health, Education and Welfare funds to 
help finance an environm ental day 
camp It’s been a long road since the idea 
first hatched 
Original plans for an overnight or 
r e s i d e n t 
c a m p 
program were shelved 
in 1974 in favor of the 
day camp, because of 
the cost. The shift was 
not easy In a report to 
the school board, the 
environm ental 
com ­ 
mittee noted 
“ After 
our initial panic sub­ 
sided. a new plan 
began to be developed 
which really seemed 
to be a more logical 
approach to develop­ 
ment of an exem plary outdoor en­ 
vironmental education program for the 
children of our district ’’ 
Although the proposal now being 
prepared for federal consideration is a 
scaled down version of the original con­ 
cept, the substitute day camp program 
will still be on Vandenberg Air Force 
Base 
Oakes figures the district has a fair 
chance to obtain some of the approx­ 
imate $3 million which is allocated 
nationally for environmental education 
programs 
Budget for the first year would be 
about $30.000, with about 80 per cent 
coming from HEW and the balance from 
local sources 
That sum would cover 
first year costs of scientific equipment 
and personnel, Oakes says Second year 
costs would be su b stan tially less, 
because m ost of the ed u c a tio n a l 
hardware would already be in hand 
Plans prepared by Oakes with as­ 
sistance from a broadly based com m it­ 
tee, call for the employment of a camp 
teacher-supervisor and three cam p 
specialists, the latter coming from the 
ranks of college students 
First of all the program is for sixth 
graders with each class spending a total 
of a week out at the camp, a day at a 
time The students would come to school 
in the morning as usual and then board a 
bus along with their regular classroom 
teacher, for the trip to the site As pin­ 
pointed in the original report, the camp 
will be located at Vandenberg Air Force 
Base, a mile and a half from San Antonio 
Creek The site, according to Oakes, “ is 
surrounded by chaparral plus a stand of 
oak trees ” Additionally, “ there is a 
large open space and the area is teeming 
with wild life.” 
The plan was the product of a commit­ 
tee th a t had th e a s s is ta n c e of 
anthropologist L arry Spanne; Bob 
German, federal soil conservationist, 
Richard Clark, former science consul­ 
tant for the school district, and Paul 
Jillson, of the county schools office 
The list of educational subjects 


projected for the day camp curriculum 
has been described before, but it's still 
exciting to roll around the com ers of our 
thought. Imagine developing a nature 
trail and making plant and insect collec­ 
tions, mapping bird movements and 
making plaster casts of animal tracks, 
setting up an animal feeding station and 
measuring a tree height by its shadow 
There’s much more, astronomy and 
maps and compasses a water and soil 
analysis, for example 
The opening statem ent in a foreward 
to the plan illustrates some of the hunger 
for such a program that triggered the 
current education effort “ Until recent­ 
ly, ed u catio n has a lm o st to ta lly 
neglected to help children understand, 
appreciate and assume their respon­ 
sibilities for the natural and manmade 
environment into which they will appear 
as adults 
Perhaps for this reason 
schools must share in the blame for our 
present environmental crisis,” 
The pressure to teach about the en­ 
vironment and to learn about nature has 
come from various sources At one Lme 
individual teachers tried to involve their 
own classes in the county program at 
Cachuma Lake There was the drive that 
resulted in the creation of the nature 
trail at Ken Adam 
Park, and many 
readers may recall the outdoor clas­ 
sroom that the late Bruce McNeil 
ramrodded to fullfillmenl at La Mesa 
School 
Oakes’ plans for the environmental 
day camp in the view of most observers 
is the logical extension to all these ef­ 
forts
